Jackson, May 82, 1867.
Complaints have been made by holders of

City warrants that proper exertions are not
made to collect the city dues. The Teach-
ers of the Public Schools complain, work-
men upon the streets complain, and all
other employees of the city complain, and
justly too, that they are seriously damaged
by a failure of those indebted to meet their
taxes. I have recoived a communication
from Headquarters on this subject as
follows :

Vlokuborg, Miss., May 14, IsflT. '"Mr. Barrows, Mayor of Jackson, is informed that
it is hiB duty, under existing orders from tbose
Headquarters, to enforce the law wi b reference to
collection of taxes, as well as all other laws which
are not in confliot with the orders of the Command-
ing General. If the Mavor needs Military aid for
the enforcement of laws, he oui obtain it by calling
upon the commanding olticer at Jackson.

O. D.GREEN, A. A. G.

I trust all persons knowing themselves
indebted to the city will now come forward
and make some little effort to stop these
complaints. I am well aware of the soarci
ty of money, and how unpleasant it is to
pay taxes at any time, and I can sympathize
with the people in these days of trouble and
distress as much as any one. My position is
a very unenviable one ; but my duty must
be performed. Good citizens, I know, will
appreciate my situation ; and they very
properly complain for having to pay taxes,
while othors fail to discharge that duty to
the public. It is a very disagreeable duty
for oefflers to have to use the means required
to enforce collections.

The taxes have been reduced 50 per cent,
this year, and are not so high as in any oth-
er city of its size ; and it does appear to me
that all might now settle, while warrants
can be had at a depreciation, without delay.
How long we shall be allowed to receive
warrants, I do not know.

If you want the Publio Schools to con-

tinue; if you want your Grave Yard im-

proved ; ifyou want your streets worked
and cleaned and the publio health pro-
moted ; if you want your City Hall and Jail
enclosed ; if you want your new Market
House built ; if you want your Police kept
up ; in short, if the many improvements so
much needed, are expected to be attended
to, you must pay your taxes before it can
be done.

The time for settlement , expires on the
first of June. After that time, property will
be subject to damages.
